A Batil Ber Tutop (large Bowl, with Lid), a very beautiful piece 
of work, the lid and bow] decorated with borders of various forms, 
flutes, shield motif, and foliage, the handle on the lid in the form 
of a fruit, height 8in. 


Another Batil Ber Tutop, the sides and lid fluted and embossed 
in low relief with various floral designs, height 640. 


A Box of globular form, entirely covered with a diaper design with 
three globular feet, and surmounted by a knob formed of leaves, 
height T7310. 


A Trinket Box, the sides divided into panels filled with floral designs, 
based on the chrysanthemum, height Tin. by 3}in. 


A Box of globular form, the sides and lid embossed with borders of 
various design, height 540n. 


A very fine Buntal (or pillow-end Plate) richly ornamented with a 
small foliage design in triangles and panels, framed, 10hin. by

A Batil Ber Tutop (large Bowl, with Lid), the lid and bowl embossed 
with a pendant design containing chrysanthemum forms, 
height 51n. 

** This water-holder when in use was placed on a handkerchief 
on the palm of the hand, and so offered to the drinker ; inside, 
floating on the water was a batil or bowl]—the actual drinking 
cup. 


A Batil, or Bowl, of exceptionally large size, the sides and base 
engraved with a dog-tooth design and foliated scrolls, inscription 
in the centre, diameter 15410. 


A tall Vase (Sangku), the bowl elaborately embossed in low relief, 
the foot and flanged neck decorated with floral designs, height 
100n. 


A Bowl and Cover, probably a betrothal Cup (Ber Pinang) : this 
elegant cup is decorated with various borders of embossed leaf 
and floral designs, and the flat rim with indented and serrated 
edge, height T40n. ; 


A wide-mouthed Bowl (Sangku), the side and under flange of lip 
embossed with overlapping flower petals, diameter 113in., 
height T4in. 
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A Globular Box or Chimbul (Betel Nut Container), the lid beautifully 
engraved and embossed in low relief with a formal floral border 
design, and mounted on a circular foot, an unusual and attractive 
piece, height Tin. 


A campana shape Vase (Sangku), the bowl and neck decorated with 
a restrained floral design, the foot with leaves on a background 
of indented punches, height 640n. 


A Bekas Sirih (Sirith-leaf Holder) decorated with foliated scrolls, 
height 54in.; a Pinding (Belt Buckle), of unusually large size, 
embossed and inlaid, length 12kin.; and a Cigar Case, also 
embossed with a floral design 


A Trinket Box, the lid with a gold plaque inset, embossed with 
leaves and flowerets, the sides panelled and embossed, Jength 
Adin. by ldin. high 


A Sanghu, or Spittoon, the wide lip embossed with overlapping 
plaques, and the bowl with panels of flowers, height 5hin. 


A circular Dish, mounted on a bulbous stemmed base, the edge of 
base and plate embossed with overlapping plaques of leaf form, 
the bulbous stem fluted, an unusual piece, height 61n., diameter 
of Dish 10%in. 


Another, of most beautiful design, probably used for incense, the 
raised border, base, and rosette centre beautifully embossed 
and engraved, diameter of Dish 94in., height 6in. 


Three circular Dishes (Pingdan), the gadrooned flange of each 
plate is somewhat similar, but the central design differs in each 
case, and the central circle contains an inscription, each dish is 
of beautiful design and of high quality, diameter 124in. 3 


-A circular Dish, entirely covered with intricate designs, diameter 


940m. ; another octagonal Dish, the centre and flange decorated 
with formal floral designs, diameter 9in.; and a Tampat Kapor 
(Lime Box), 342. high 3 


A Saucer (Pering), in the centre a Lotus symbol, crenated edge and 
embossed flange, diameter 641n.; a small Bowl, beautifully

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An octagonal Bowl, the base embossed with a formal design of

A Collection of six very beautiful Tobacco Boxes (Chelpa), each of 
these examples are remarkably elegant and have deftly executed 
designs on the box and lid ; the designs of the chains are also very 
interesting ; two of them possess the chatelaine accessories, such 
as, depilatory, tooth and ear pickers, nail cleaners, etc. 6
